Small fru its shou ld be protected 
from the dry ing blasts of the winter 
winds if they are to come throu gh the 
winter in good shape for bearing an 
abu ndant crop nex t season. 
Old straw or strawy stable manu re 
makes an ideal mu lching material. In 
fact any material of this sort will do 
bu t coarse mu lches su ch as fodder are 
not so satisfactory . 
The mu lch is 
applied three to fou r or ev en six 
inches deep and it may be pu t on by 
hand or with a manu re spreader. 
Where the patch to be mu lched is 
small the hand method is efficient bu t 
where a person has a large area of 
berries to cov er the manu re spreader 
will economize in both time and labor. 
Where there is danger from winter 
killing the bu sh fru its su ch as black­ 
berries had best be laid down before 
mu lching. 
This is not u su ally neces­ 
sary ex cepting with red raspberries or 
with tender v arieties of the other bu sh 
fru its. 
Lay ing down is accomplished by first 
plowing or spading a fu rrow along 
one side of the row and close to the 
plants. 
The bu shes may then be bent 
ov er into this ex cav ation and the earth 
which has been remov ed thrown ov er 
them. 
A mu lch may then be applied 
ov er this. 


Fru it farm drainage is ev en more 
important 
than 
draining 
for 
farm 
crops, as fru it plants, shru bs, v ines 
and trees will not thriv e in wet soil. 
The ou tlets of tile draitls need look­ 
ing after sev eral times c-ach y ear to 
see that they do not get clogged. Some­ 
times the ou tlet tile, being ex posed to 
winter frosts, cru mbles.

HOW TO GROW STRAWBERRIES 


Success of Crop Depends on Clean 
Cultivation— Allowing Weeds to 
Grow Is Mistake. 


(Ck-mson College Bulletin.) 
Cu ltiv ation is the secret of su ccess 
in strawberry growing. 
It shou ld be 
thorou gh and clean. 
A freq u ent mis­ 
take made by many growers is allow­ 
ing the bed to grow u p in weeds after, 
the berries are harv ested. At the end 
of the harv est the mu lch shou ld be re­ 
mov ed or incorporated into the soil, 
depending u pon the amou nt and the 
condition of the mu lching material, 
and then the plants cu ltiv ated thor­ 
ou ghly . 
Freq u ent shallow cu ltiv ation 
shou ld continu e throu ghou t the su m­ 
mer. 
Ordinarily , fertilizer 
will 
not be 
needed u ntil early fall, at which time 
a liberal amou nt of commercial fer­ 
tilizer or decomposed stable manu re 
may 
be 
applied 
preparatory 
to 
mu lching. 
The plants shou ld he grown in nar­ 
row matted rows by the single-crown 
method. Better and larger berries are 
produ ced by the single-crown method. 
Plants that were sot last fall or the 


Many Fruits Do Not Produce and D is­ 
tribute Pollen on Their Own 
Stigm as— Bees Help. 


Fru it growers recognize the v alu e 
of beos for distribu ting polleu . There 
are many fru its that do not produ ce 
and distribu te pollen on their own 
stigmas. 
Some, owing to cool, damp 
weather, may not be self-fertile u n­ 
less bees or other agencies help. 


pigs are as often the direct resu lts of 
letting the boar ru n with the sows os 
they are du e to a poor brood sow. 
And to u se a hou r whose breeding 
powers hav e been impaired by u nwise 
herd management is a financial loss 
to the owner. 


If clay Is mix ed with water and 
“pu ddled” and then allowed to dry a 
hard, almost waterproof, and nearly 
du stless material Is farmed. 
If a 
smooth, well shaped road cou ld be con­ 
stru cted of this material It wou ld 
nev er become v ery mu ddy or v ery 
du sty , and wou ld be an ideal earth 
road. 
Under ordinary conditions this 
ideal Is not realized, becau se, after 
being pu ddled the earth dries In ru ts 
and holes which are rou gh while dry 
and which hold w ater like dishes when 
it rains.

Weaned pigs need good concentrates 
that are rich in mu scle and bone-mak­ 
ing material to insu re thrifty dev el­ 
opment. 
Accu stom them to their feed 
gradu ally , as ov erfeeding will readily 
produ ce scou ring. From 10 to 12 day s 
are essential in getting y ou ng pigs ad­ 
ju sted to the change.

Grapes req u ire no v ery ex tensiv e 
preparation of the soil. 
They need 
a deep soil, that has been carefu lly 
prepared, then su fficient moistu re to 
make plant food av ailable. 
When the 
v ines begin to spread they shou ld be 
carefu lly trained 
on 
a 
trellis and 
pru ned ev ery y ear. 
Cu ltiv ation mu st 
be su fficient to keep down weeds and 
maintain a su rface mu lch. 
Spray ing 
for certain insects and diseases will 
be essential sooner or later. 


Dragging Road in Fall. 


being pu ddled by the horses’ hoofs 
and wagon wheels, can be smoothed 
ou t and properly shaped before dry ­ 
ing then the Ideal is attained, and 
l*his smoothing and shaping is the 
work accomplished by the road drag. 
The water standing in pools and pu d­ 
dles is spread ou t ov er a larger su r­ 
face, so that It dries q u ickly , the m in­ 
u te holes or pores in the clay are 
smeared ov er and closed, making the 
su rface more nearly waterproof; the 
ru ts and holes are gradu ally filled 
u p and made smooth, and ju st enou gh 
earth is mov ed toward the middle to 
giv e the proper crown. 
The resu lt Is 
a 
smooth, 
hard, 
well-shaped 
road 
which will shed w ater and nev er be­ 
comes v ery mu ddy in wet weather 
or v ery du sty in dry weather. 
From the abov e discu ssion It can 
readily be seen that dragging shou ld 
be done when the road is wet, or at 
least when It Is moist. 
The ex act 
time to drag any giv en road will de­ 
pend u pon the character of the road 
material, and no ex act ru le can be 
giv en which will fit ail cases. If tra f­ 
fic can be kept off from the dragged 
portion for awhile then the road may 
be dragged when it Is v ery wet nnd 
sloppy , bu t if wagons are going to 
follow right behind the drag, making 
deep ru ts as soon iis the old ones 
arc filled u p, the dragging mu st be 
deferred u ntil the road has partly 
dried ou t. Good Ju dgment nnd ex peri­ 
ence on the part of the operator will 
soon tell him what is the best time to 
drag any giv en road. 
Ronds which 
dry ou t q u ickly mu st be dragged im­ 
mediately after a rain, while others 
may be allowed to dry for sev eral 
day s before being dragged. 
Dragging 
dry road simply makes it du sty . 
Dragging shou ld be done, If possible, 
after ev ery rain, and as soon there­ 
after as conditions are right. 


SURFACING THE FARM ROADS 


Materials Ordinarily Used in Building 
Roads Are Too Expensive— Few 
Good Suggestions. 


Many of the m aterials ordinarily 
employ ed In road constru ction will be 
fou nd too ex pensiv e for u se In Improv ­ 
ing the farm roads. 
One or more of 
the following will, howev er, u su ally 
be fou nd av ailable and 
within 
the 
means of the farm er for su rfacing his 
roads nnd pa ths: grav el, mix tu res of 
sand and clay , cinders, brickbats from 
old bu ildings, bricky ard wnste nnd 
q u arry waste.

German Passpo rt Frauds Ex po sed

It Is a far cry from the peacefu l 
interior of a law office in New ^ <» rk 
City to the grim tragedy of the tor­ 
pedoing of a British cru iser in the

army reserve officers whom the ou t­ 
break of the war had fou nd in Amer­ 
ica. 
In the latter throu gh the most 
ironical whim of fate, von Wedell 
went to his death at the hands of his 
cou ntrymen shortly after hi- er.ptare 
on the high seas. 
Ilans Adam von W’edell was an 
American citizen on Au gu st 1, 19 14. 
He was a lawyer with offices on Wil­ 
liam street in New York. 
He had a 
fair practice a* the resu lt <>f >ix 
years’ diligent application. 
li<> wa- 
happily married. 
He was wont to 
participate in the patriotic celebra­ 
tions of his adopted cou ntry. 
Had 
it not been f<» r the war he m ir!it have 
lived on to a ripe old age with the 
repu tation of being representative of 
“the type of German who makes the 
best American citizen.” 
Bu t Weddell was cu rsed with the 
perverted love of Fatherland that 
the Hu ns implant in their own from 
the very cradle. 
And he wo- dou bly 
cu rsed with 
hi- 
ari-tocratic rela­ 
tions—-the most prominent of 
who m 
was Cou nt Botho von Wedell, an offi­ 
cial high in the cou ncil of the Ger­ 
man foreign office. 


greatly irritated by its inability to 
make u se of the thou sand or more 
reserve officers in North and Sou th 
America. 
There were plenty of privates in 
Germany for all immediate needs, 
Wedell learned from some informant 
in Berlin. 
The General Staff did not 
even indu lge in a passing regret that 
the more than 100,000 reserve pri­ 
vates in the Americas were u navail­ 
able. 
The crying need was for offi­ 
cers, all the more so since it was 
against the German military policy 
to make officers ou t of privates. 
The lawyer mu sed over the sit­ 
u ation in tlve privacy of his William 
Street office. 
The one obstacle be­ 
tween a reservist in America and the 
army in Germany was the British 
fleet. 
How cou ld it be overcome Î 
Came the answer: fal-e passports. 
Vmerman passport regu lations were 
then lax. 
Ober-lieu tenant Otto von 
Kru pp wou ld 
be 
passed 
by 
any 
searching-party from a British war­ 
ship if he carried the pa-sport of 
John Johnson, Swedish seamen, or 
the passport of any citizen of a neu - 
trel cou ntry, ostensibly homeward 
hou nd on bu siness. 


and also that a well-known lawyer 
of Tammany Hall procu red the room 
for Wedell. 
A motley crew slou ched into the 
bu reau every day. 
They were the 
scu m of the lower classes of all the 
neu tral nations. 
All were drifters. 
All were well aware of what u se their 
passports were to he pu t bu t were 
grossly indifferent. 
It was “easy 
money” for them, and most of them 
had done things far worse at times 
for less. 
In most cases they were 
more than satisfied with the price.

as a resu lt. 
Ilis talk, of cou rse, 
reached the ears of the Ambassador 
and Captain von Papen and did not 
serve to make him popu lar with that 
priciou s pair. 
Von Papen was for 
su bstitu ting a more discreet agent 
bu t the Ambassador seemingly did 
not dare cross words with von Wed 
ell’s u nde on the matter.

ports were obtained they wou ld he 
tu rned over to reserve officers eager 
to retu rn. 
Bu rning with the zeal to serve hi- 
Fathcrland, von Wedell resolved to 
go to Berlin immediately and lay 
the idea before his u ncle. 
Fir>t, 
however, he got in tou ch with von 
Bematorff at Washington and after a 
corrc-pondence with the A mho —ador 
was accepted by the latter as a mes- 
-enger. 
It wa- not difficu lt for him 
to obtain a pas-port to visit Holland 
on business and du ring tlie last week 
of September he reached destination 
—the office of hi- u ncle. 
Several month- later von Wedell in 
defending a charge that he had de­ 
serted his jxist in New York wrote 
Cou nt von Bern-torff that the pass­ 
port idea had been conceived in Ber­ 
lin and forced ii|>on him to execu te 
by hi- u ncle.

Von Wedell, 
however, was 
not 
blinded by his su ccess in gathering 
passports. 
He was shrewd enou gh 
to -ee that he cou ld not go on inde 
finitely making u se of alien water 
front characters, particu larly when 
their passports

to 
high-ranking reservists. 
He mu st 
have passports of American citizens 
This necessitated an assistant who 
had a wide range of acqu aintance 
among American citizens who cou lc 
he approached and at once Weddel 
saw that an u nscru pu lou s política» 
wou ld

the 
ideal 
assistant 
Again he went to his Tammany frienc 
and the latter procu red the assist­ 
ant—a you ng Irish-American “Jack.’ 
Now it so happened that while the 
hyphenated description applied to the 
prospective assistant, lie did not have 
a particle of the “hyphen” in hi?

Yon Wedell called 
the you ng man back and introdu ced 
him to the newcomer, who proved to 
be Karl Ru roede. Yon Wedell with a 
tou ch of patronizing in his manner 
made known that Ru roede had for 
years held an inferior clerkship with 
Oelriehs and Company, the German 
shipping agents hu t now was at last 
playing a greater role in life by aid­ 
ing the passport bu reau . 
Yon Wedell did not entertain the 
slightest su spicion of the loyalty of 
the you ng American to his cou ntry.

Au cher, however, believed that it 
wou ld he dangerou s to allow that 
time to elapse withou t gaining a 
glimpse of the inner workings of the 
bu reau .

before 
Christmas we see him in the gu ise of 
a “gangster” walking u n-annou need 
into Ru roede’s office and declaring 
familiarly: 
“I’m Jack’s friend.” 
“Really, that’s interesting,” replied 
Ru roede. 
“Well, that’s me,” Au cher snapped 
at the spy in a manner tru e to his 
“low brow” make-u p. 
“He’s the gu y 
what’s been handing you them pass­ 
ports and I’m here to find ou t where 
get off. 
Did you give him any 
Clishf” 
Ru roede was not u pon American 
lang and Au cher interpreted “eu sh” 
into “money.” 
The spy then replied 
that he -aw no reason why he shou ld 
tell 
Au cher whether lie had 
given 
“Jack” money. 
“I’ll tell you why” Au cher growled 
the spy later admitted that he 
was completely du ped by the make­ 
u p and acting and was even intimi­ 
dated slightly—“I'm the lad what’s 
been getting them for ‘Jack.’

Au cher asserted his ability to get 
the passports and after mu ch bar­ 
gaining agreed to tu rn them over to 
tu roede— $20 for native Americans, 
30 for natu ralized, the latter being 
more difficu lt to obtain.

tu ally agreed that they meet again 
on the day before Chrismas for the 
delivery of the passports.
